AGRICULTURAL INSTITUTE MEETINGS. 

Arrangements have been completed 
by the department of agriculture, at 
Regiaa, for a sezies of agricultural in- 
siitute meetings in Central and North- 
ern Alberta. The Dominion entomo- 
fogist and hotanist, Professor Fiet- 
cher, who has a, world wide reputation 
as an expert onthe noxious weed ques- 
tion, and whose pithy. apt and ef- 
fective lectures are so highly appre- 
ciated by all farmer audiences, and 
Mr. Angus MacKay, the thoroughly 
practica' superintendent of the In- 
dian Head experimental farm, will ad- 
dress these gatherings, a list of which 
with the dates and places will be 
found advertised elsewhere herein. 

Every farmer and stockman whois 
able to do so, should) make a point 
of attending at lcast one of these 
ameetings, and to bring specimens of 
weeds which have been found trouble- 
peme in his neighborhood, and he 
should go prepared to ask questions 
relating to difficulties experienced in 
his locality and to participate in the 
discussions. It would certainly be 
very gratifying te the department 
and to the officers of tbe-agricultural 
societies, who are leaving no stone un- 
turned in their efforts to make the 
meetings result in the greatest bene- 
fit to the residents of the districts 
affected, if the meetings are ail well 
attended, and especially if the die 
cussions are brisk and the questions

LIQUOR IN CLUBS 
The discussion in the Tercitorial as- 
sembly on the seliing of tiquor in clubs 
is seported as fol'ows in the Leader; 


In commiitee of the whole on the 
bill to amend -the liquor license ordi- 
nance, Mr. McDona'd moved « section 
to require payment of a license fee of 
$25 by every incorporated club, society 
and corporation selling liquor. 


Mr. A. E. Cross resented this as most 
objectionable and insulting to those 
forming themselves into clubs. They 
were not, he said, opposed to paying 
to the revenue, but to being placed in 
a position nearly akin to heing com- 
peiled to get a license to drink, liquor 
in ene’s own house. He considered it 
more due to ignorance than anything 
else that such a resolution was 
brought in. Having himself enjoyed 
for years the privileges of a cluby he 
could realize the position of being sub- 
ject to the imsults of the iaw under a 
system by which a license inspector 
could come in at any moment of the 
day. 

Mr. D. H. McDonaid replied that this 
was not interded as an insult to any 
club; but it was enly right that people 
who derive benefits from the sale of 
liquor should pay something to the 
treasury.

No man in Regina, living within three 
miles of the ciub. who was not a mem- 
ber, was allowed to come in, and peo- 
ple from outside had to be pul up as 
privileged members fora limited time, 
the members who proposed them be- 
com'ng responsibie. 

Mr. A. S Smith woes not in favor of 
giving a license to a club, but if it 
wera to be given he would move that 
the fee be the same as that paid by 
hotels, $200. 

Mr. A. L. Sifton said that the 
amendment was making provision, that 
people all around the country could 
form themselves into societies and get 
a license for groggeries for $25. Agri- 
cultural societies and schoo! districts 
which had not teen in the habit of 
going into the liquor business would 
be included.

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REGARDING HOGS. 

The annual report for 1900 of the 
Northwest department of agriculture 
has the following regarding bog rais- 
ing. Ibe rep rt says: 

It is pleasing to note, that the Terri- 
tories is gradually reaching the point 
when the local demaod for fresh pork 
can be supplied by home breeders. Dur- 
ing the year 1899 some 1,925 head of 
hogs were brought into the Territories 
from the provinces of Ontario and 
Manitoba. During the past year the 
total importation only amounts to 670 
head, 368 from Ontario and 302 from 
the province of Manitoba, and from, the 
former should be deducted 211 head, im- 
ported by this department for breed- 
ing purposes, which brings our total 
iportations beluw 500 head. Cured 
meats are, however, brought in at 
about the same rate as before. The 
erection at Edmonton and Caigary of 
extensive pork packing esiablislhments 
should, in time, exercise an inlluence 
on the importation of cured pork, as 
it is hoped, that within very few, years, 
those concerns will be able to draw 
a sufficient supply of hogs from North- 
ern Alberta to supply local demands as 
well as a large share of the cured 
meats required in the mining districts 
of British Columbia. 


A comparison is msde between prices 
paid for live and dressed nogs at Win- 
nipeg and Edmonton for each moath 
of the years 1899 and 1900 During 
1900 the price of live hogs at Edmon- 
ton, is quoted as Standing at 51-8 
per pound. At Winnipeg the price ran 
from 4 3-4c in January to 5 1-4c in May, 
September, October, and November. 

The report continues: 

A memorandum was published in last 
year’s report setting forth the manner 
in which the depaxctment ptoposed to 
encourage the production of the bacon 
type of hogs in Alberta. An arr, nge- 
ment was entered into between the 
Canadian Pacific Company, the Cal- 
gary & Edmonton Land Corporation 
and the department, whereby the two 
former agreed to defray the cost of 
Lranspo ctation and incidentai expenses 
iu connection with a series of public 
sales of selected swine along the Cal- 
gary & Edmonton railway, in consid- 
eration of the department taking 
charge of the organization. In accord- 
ance therewith, sales were held as igl- 
lows: Calgary second of May, Olds 
third, Red Deer fourth, Lnnisfail fifth, 
Lacombe seventh, Wetaskiwin ninth, 
deduce eleventh and St rathcona on the 
twelfth of May. The shipment arriy- 
ed during the last week in April, and 
Mr. Honey man, Chief clerk iy this 
department, proceeded west and rep-

The general arrangements in con- 
meciion with the sales were as follows: 
Only a limited number of animals was 
offered at each point and in disposing 
of these efforts were made to have 
representatives of each of the three 
breeds (male and female) disposed of at 
each sale. Purchasers were noi al- 
lowed to pick anima's until after tho 
last sale at Strathcona, though an ef- 
fort was made to offer as far as pos- 
sible, the’ class cf animal desired. In 
this way, the-e was no “culling” and 
the animals offered at ihe iast sale 
were guite as good, to say the least, as 
those disposed of further south. No 
effort was made to force sales and if 
an anima! got no bids it was put back 
in the car. Befure commencing each 
sale the terms of sale were fully ex- 
plained by the atictioneer. These were 
briefly: Animals to be sold for cash 
only. Not more than one boar and two 
sows to be sold to any one person. The 
purchaser of each animal to sign an 
undertaking not to sell or otherwise 
dispose of the animal or remove it from

THE TRANSVAAL WAR. 


Whatever may have been the extent 
of the gradual attrition of the Boer 
forces and resources and the coa- 
sequent improvement of the British 
position in South Africa during the 
past month, the general situation his 
been so little altered since the end 
of May that reports mailed by Eng- 
lish correspondents which are print>d 
to-day may probably be taken to rep- 
resent the condition of affairs now, as 
accurately as when they left Cape 
Town,. The correspondents of ithe 
Daily Mail at CapeiTown send a state- 
ment that is calculated ta dispirit the 
most optimistic, if it cam be regard- 
ed as well founded. The letter was 
written about three weeks ago. 

The correspondent of the Mail says: 
“The Boers invasion of Cape Colony 
is developing in a rather serious man- 
rer. The Boer bands are getting re- 
cruits, and what is more, they are get- 
ting horses. They picked up no fewer 
than 500 at the remount camp near 
Colesberg less than a week ago. The 
invaders are swarming all oven the 
Eastern and Midland districts. They 
number anywhere from 7,000 to 10,000, 
and are having a merry time. They 
wreck trains, Fill colonists, and play 
havoc general'y.” 


Recording the capture and sacking 
of Jamestown by the invaders, this 
correspondent says the amazing fea- 
ture of the incident is that Jamestown 
is comparatively close to Aliwal Nerth, 
where there were 8,000 British troops 
and an abundance of guns and trans- 
port, He continues: “A glance at the 
map will show that a large portion of 
the Colony is virtually in the hands of 
the enemy. From Dordrecht to Wil- 
lowmore and across ta Kenhardt and 
on to Namaqualand, the Boer us the 
man in possession. The slow progress 
of the campaign from the British point 
of view causes deep dissatisfaction. The 
authorities allow next to nd news to 
be published, and it is only by inter- 
viewing recent arrivais from the front 
that one can get any real conception of 
what is taking place.” 

The correspondent of the Standard 
writing from Pretpria under date of 
May 30, speaks in almost as gloomy a 
veln in regard to the operations of 
Gen. Sir Bindon Blood in the North- 
east Transvaal. He says:—“Genera) 
Blood’s movement cannot fairly be re- 
garded as having proved in tha main 
that the intention was altogether 
abortive.”
